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AN APPEAL TO 
JEWISH EMPLOYERS 


lik third of our series of articles on “Jews and Labour 
Conditions "’ appears this week. Almost simultaneously 
the text of the Government's Faétory Bill. has been 
,»oblished. This Bill is evidence of the awakening of the public 
nscience to the injastices under which many of the workers 
‘the country are suffering. Our articles are intended to stir 
1c social conscience of Jews into life in relation to siniilar 
viis for which some of their co-religionists, in common with 
me non-Jews, are, with apparent justice, held responsible. The 
»icture which the writer draws of conditions in the furniture 
tirade are not flattering to Jewish amour propre. They are 
eply wounding to Jewish pride, and indeed to the best Jewish 
feelings, religious and social. We cannot dismiss the subject 
muply because Jows do not monopolise the trade in question, 
or ride off with the comment that the sinners.among them are 
low m number, and that some non-Jews, too, are just as culpable. 
Vre are not specifically concerned with the failings of the 
non-Jew as such; we ere concerned with the honour of the 
Jewish name, and, few or many, the Jews who are guilty of the 
practices alleged in our article are capable of working untold 
roischief, 

Our investigator has no doubts upon.the matter. While 
not sparing the non-Jewish employers, his conclusion is that 
in the cabinet trade there are Jewish employers who are 
submissive to unconscionable practices’ "'—practices, be it 
noted, of which Jewish and non-Jewish workers are ‘fellow 
victims. His judgment is summed up in a single sentence : 
“The truth is that some Jewish employers in the furniture 
trade lave made anti-Semites of their employees because of 
the bad conditions of work.” That is the position. Whoever 
thinks that it can continue without damage to the Jewish repute 

ad, what troubles us far more, without damage to the Jewish 
character, is living in a pitiful fool's paradise. 


Three parties are, or should. be, profoundly concerned with 
this situation, In the first place, there is the State. It has 
tie paramount duty of protecting the weak against exploitation. 
tut the new Factories Bill will byrely touch the fringe of con- 
ditions in the furniture trade. The State might have set up a 
rade Board with power of control over hours worked and wages 
vid. It has failed to act. The other two interested parties 
re the Jewish Community and the trade itself. The commu- 
iy can invoke the power of public opinion, and may be driven 

other courses if the menace of the present position is not 
ided. But, in the last resort, it is with the trade itself that 
e remedy lies. It is urged that the sweaters in its ranks are 
+e viclims not of money-lust but of competition. Unless the 
wish manufacturer's prices are competitive he loses his 
rket to his rival, and competitive prices mean “ grinding the 
ec of the poor” employee. But that is not the finish of the 
catter. Who are the "market"? They are, to a large extent, 
cording to our investigator, the retailers, and it is the 
}opalar-price retail firms that fundamentally control the trade. 
lany of these firms, we are told, are Jewish, and the view is 
dely held that “they could put the furniture trade straight.” 

Failing that, “it is under their pressure that the manu- 

turers compete with each other, and they are thus indirectly 

(O be blamed for the sweating of the worker.’ Here the 
‘esponsibility is. placed squarely upon certain shoulders, and 
any of these shoulders are Jewish. We venture to address an 
urgent question to the co-religionists concerned. Will they take 
carly and decisive steps to rid the trade of abuses? One way 
ies ready to their band. An _ unofficial Retail Association 
Code is said to exist, which prescribes that, in ordering goods, 
preference should be given to firms which observe fair, or Trade 
Union, conditions, If the largest popular-price shops were to 
operate this Code, almost every manufacturer, it is believed, 
would be compelled to carry out the agreement between the 
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Employers’ Federation and the Trade Union. Will they adopt 
this simple but effective course? It may mean higher prices 
from the manufacturers, which would eventually be passed on 
to the public. But existing profits are said to be such as to 
obviate the necessity for a steep rise in prices, and in the 
opinion of one Jewish wholesaler the loss of profit could, in any 
case, be greatly exaggerated. 


But we submit that the main consideration is not whether 
profits be less or prices to the public higher. The manufacturer 
has no right to dividends earned from the oppression of the 
worker, or ithe consumer to cheap prices wrung from the 
labourer’s sweat and tears. For this is, above all, a moral, 
and for Jews a religious, issue. The point is well put in the 
article under notice: “In the furniture trade, unregulated 
competition, with its accompanying monetary gain, has meant 
the degradation of human beings, and has led to the growth of 
a strong anti-Jewish feeling. Social morality itself demands 
the removal of such degradation: and the observance of fair 


conditions cannot be too high a price to pay for an extension of. 


social goodwill.” We ourselyes would-lay more emphasis. on 
the human suffering involved than on the threat of anti-Jewish 
eninity. Our concern is not to placate Fascists, who are trading 
upon the present situation, but te preserve Jewish ideals. Our 


argument is not to Jewish fear but to Jewish honour -and. 


self-respect. We appeal to those co-religionists who have it 
Within their power to banish moral- uglinesses from their 
trade, and some of whom, atleast, are not devoid of Jewish 
fecling, to put their house in order, and to act now. We 
appeal not only to their Jewish sentiments but to their general 
bumanity. If they are not dead to the Jewish teaching of 
social justice let them. take hold vesolutely of the exploitation 
evil, and. rid their trade of « dark blemish, the Jewish name of 
a stigma, and the world, so far as hes within their particular 
province, of a hideous and intolerable scourge.

Councilor A, W. Green, J.P., E.C.C.. (Chairman of the Board of 
Management of thi Hospital), presided, and Colonel F. H. D. © 
Whitmore, D.S.0.. President of the Hospital and Lord Lieutenant of the 
(‘ounty, tendered the crateful thanks of the Board of Management to 
the Ilford Jewish residents for the great work, which, he said, they had 
been able to do lowing that hed. Col. Whitmore spoke COM 
mendation of the volunt iry hospital system, and concluded by. thanki,: 
the Jewish residents in that district. not only on behalf of the Board, 
hut on behalf of the county, * for having come forward so macnificent!, 
to provide sufhement endow the hed.”’ 

Mr. L. Feitelson (Chairman of the Ilford Jewish Residents’. Fund), 
whom Councillor Green described as ** the power-house of this move 
ment,” said, im-his reply on behalf of the Jewish residents in Ilford 
that the task of raising the necessary amount from a comparatively sma'! 
Community had not been an easy one at all, but thanks to the tirele- 
efforts of Mr. Norman Stanley, Mr. A. Oppenheun (Jomt Vie 
Chairmen of the Fund), Mr. Harold Cowan (Hon. Organising Secretary) 
and thei Committee, they had at last reached their goal. , 

The plate commemorating the Ilford Jewish Residents’ Bed wa 
unveiled by Mrs. Feitelson and dedicated by the Chief Rabbi. He wa- 
anxious, said Dr. Hertz, that even the voungest and humblest should 
realise the sacredness of this undertaking. The pillars of religion were 
three : Torah, God's word to man; Worship, man’s response to God, 
and Charity, man’s love towards-his fellow-man. The greatest of these 
was Chanty—the beginning and the end of the Torah.

The Russian Enigma 


By Watchman 


HE latest State trial in Russia has left behind it the usual 
bewilderment among foreign onlookers. How men high up 
iy the service of their country could have lent themselves 
‘> acts of treason and terrorism; how they could have hoped 
‘o carry on a clumsy plot under the very nose of the secret 
»olice—a plot to which so many were party, and which by no 
-ossibility could have been concealed; and why Radek, the 
-ifted Jewish leader-writer and the only prisoner who defied the 
srosecution and mixed a grim humour with his defiance, should 
‘ave been spared—these are things that men can only argue 
yout, and history may never be able to probe, Some with a turn for 
elodrama, not out of keeping with the proceedings, will bethink 
mselves of drugs. Otbers will take refuge in the comforting 
lief that it is just a case of rogues falling out among themselves, 
ough they are not quite sure whether, or how, honest men will now 
me by their own. 


7ET others, with an eye on history, will dismiss the conundrum 
with the remark that it is all just another case of a revolution 
evouring its own children. It was so, of course, in the case of 
the French Revolution. It has been so, up to a point, in the case 
of the Nazi Revolution. I notice that Herr Hitler, in his verbose 
( elusive deliverance on Saturday last, had the incredible audacits 
to refer to the “tragedy that had been enacted in Moscow, which,” 
he said, “showed how the highest loyalty was to be valued” 
resumably in Soviet Russia). He forgot the notorious massacre of 
‘une 50th, 1934, in Germany, when, tostop an incipient insurrection, 
the Nazi Government, in Mr. Lloyd George's words, sent gunmen to 
shoot-down the leaders of the movement, old colleagues of theirs. 
Only, in that instance, there was not even a semblance of a trial. 
 Kevyolutions devour their own children.” Differences and quarre!s 
inevitably arise. The man at the top fears the effect of disunion ; 
or he fears the effect of opposition upon his own power. So, off the 
dissentients are sent to the guillotine or the firing squad. In Russia 
exile was tried at first-—in the case of Trotsky. That experiment is not 
likely to be repeated. Mussolini, much wiser in his generation, docs 
not wait for opposition to develop. He packs off the colleagues who 
give embarrassing signs of becoming dangerously popular to posts 
overseas. 


UT, if it is fears of this sort that are at the bottom of the recent 
trial, then perhaps—I say perhaps—an explanation is to be found 

of the latest Russian trial. It was actuated, one must suppose, by 
¢enuine apprehension based on the knowledge of actual opposition. 
in that case, the confessions would in large measure become more 
or less plausible, though the confession of one prisoner who owned 
up to having attempted or carried out 3,500 railway accidents will 
ilways remain hard to swallow. One thing, at any rate, stands oul 
in sharp relief in these proceedings. Undera democratic regime. 
these Bolshevist conspirators need never have conspired. As men 
iuxious to change the policy or personne! of the Government, they 
uld have run their campaign on lines of persuasion. Under the 
ithoritarian bludgeon, their only resort was to plotting and 


terrorism, to be answered in turn by massacre. Here stand revealed 


‘fo'ly and hypocrisy of Nazi leaders who are for ever proclaiming 
‘he rottenness of the democratic system, and lauding their own as a 
ocious revelation from Heaven itself! 


| ( is impossible, however, writing of the recent trials, to overlook 
the fact that a number of Jews have figured in the various 
viet ‘purges. There were some in the penultimate purge. 
‘here were Jews, too, in the recent trial. How many there were, 
is, for well-known reasons, difficulf precisely to say. With this 
pect of the trials, | deal later on.

A FTER all, it is a fact that, with the exception of Lenin, who 

died a natural death, and Trotsky, who is a fugitive anda 
‘agabond on the face of the earth, all the old leaders of Bolshevism 
ite eitherin gaol or have come toaviolent end, They have inc!uded 
‘“inong them a number of non-Jews. Is it to be supposed that these 
ave been gaoled or killed merely in order to mask the real purpose— 
the satisfaction of a reviving anti-Semitism? Perhaps the most 
curious reflection on the part of the journal I am quoting is to be 
found in another passage. It is dwelling on the enigmas presented 
vy the trial. “ Why,” it asks, “ should a group containing a number 
of Jews conspire with the Jew-baiters of Berlin to set up a quasi- 
\axi State in Russia?” It forgets, or does not know, that Jewish 
Uolshevists in Russia long ago cast Jews and Judaism ruthlessly from 
their minds and sympathies. “Go home to your Jews. Lam notaJew, 
and | care nothing for the Jews or their fate!" That was Trotsky’'s 
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reply to a Jewish deputation which had pleaded with him, on the 
morrow of Bolshevism's triumph, to resign. These men were never 
anything but mere Jews by birth, nothing more ! 


KE paper in question expresses the belief that, a few years ago 
Jews dominated the Russian Government. Only two men 
have dominated the Russian Government—the non-Jews, Lenin and 
Stalin. At a nod from them, the underlings could have been 
dispatched to the next world, and, in the case of Stalin, at least, 
that nod has been as frequent as it has been effective. One regrets to 
see the continuance of this talk about Russia being dragged at the 
heels of Jewish Bolshevists. It plays straight into the hands of 
Hitler and his myrmidons. That is its danger! If, as cannot be 
denied, a number of Jews figured in the Bolsbevik ranks, some of 
them prominently, the answer is that it was the understandable 
reaction of tortured men to the wicked persecution—the regime of 
the Pogroms, with their bloo ly holocausts—to which they, as Jews, 
had been subjected under the Tsars. Any other body of men 
might have reacted in the same way and perhaps they would have 
done so in larger numbers. 


HERE is another reason for the-prominence of Jews in the 


bolshevist ranks. Bolshevism is a creed for urban or industrial

And its 
limitations on individual freedom cannot. command the sympathy 
of a people who have.learned in the hard school of experience how 
bitter such limitations mav. be. 


| HAE, however, given to this article the title of “ The Russian 

Enigma. I have done so. not so much because of the supposedly 
mysterious aspects of the recent trial as because of the deep 
uncertainty in which tlie Russian future is wrapped. The Nazi 
Reich has declared war on the Soviets. It will henceforth only 
cultivate the unavoidable diplomatic relations with them (though 16 
does not mind cultivating their trade). Herr Hitler announced last 
Saturday that never will Nazis sit round the same table at Geneva 
with the representatives of Moscow. He has called upon the rest 
of the world to join a holy crusade against Bolshevism. He would 
isolate Russia, perbaps dismember her, certainly drive her forth from 
the comity of mations: How this fell purpose is to be accomplished 
against a great nation estimated to exceed 170 million souls without 
plunging the world into convulsion, nobody, | believe, could say. 
And even were its enemies to succeed in breaking the Bolshevist 
rule, there would be nothing to take its place. 


HE -fall of Nazism would be nothing like so catastrophic, for 
there are plenty of uien in Germany, survivors ofthe old regime, 
with education and experience enough to carry on. fiut in 
Russia there would be few, if any,capable of ‘seizing the reins of 
power. The new Constitution, for all its defects, may have been 
intended to create the nucleus of aruling element. But will Russia’s 
enemies. whether to the East or the West, give it time? Will she, 
herself, because of the absence of spiritual sympathy with the rest 
of the world, and of the fact that only two allies are tied to her, and 
that merely by motives of self-interest, break through her com- 
parative isolation, as she nearly did, two years ago, when many of 
her people clamoured for war against Japan? Of one thing at least 
we may be assured. short of a general European settlement which 
would not exclude Russia, the outlook is obscure for that country-— 
and not least for its three million Jews.

Mr. J. E. SILVERMAN (Southampton) 

A well-known figure in the civic life of Southampton passed away last 
week with the death of Mr. J: seph Emanuel Silverman at the age of fifty- 
two.

Student Hooliganism Runs Riot 
Jew-Free Day’ at Warsaw 


ENDEKS' REVOLTING CALL FOR “BRUTALITY ” 
When Will The University Authorities Act ? 


[From our Correspondent —WaArsaw 


Despite the assurance of the Minister of Education that he 
would “ maintain order at the Universities,” savage attacks on Jews 
continue to occur, Both at Warsaw University and Polytechnic, 
anti-Semitic terrorism now reigns uuchecked. Some twenty Jewish 
students were victims of violence last week, seven of them suffering 
serious injuries. - Among these last is Chaim Gottlieb. the twenty- 
two-year-old son of Deputy Dr. Gottlieb, a well-known Zionist and 
ihe Editor of the Jewish daily Moment. 

A revelation of the revolting lengths to which Endek hoolganism 
is prepared to go is provided by a pamphlet distributed at all the 
Warsaw high schools. “ Students!’ it reads, “ do not hesitate to be 
brutal. Do not be ashamed. ‘The words: *° Progress, Science and 
Heemocracy " may sound very well, but behind them is concealed the 
lisgusting Jewish spirit. Remember, if vou meet a Jew or a Com. 
iunist in @ lonely spot, hit him with an iron bar in the teeth. Do 
uot be afraid and do not feel sorry for him. If you are sorry, then 
be sorry for not having hit out heavily enough. Teach the Jew 
that he has to clear out of the University and out of Poland, The 
i niversity authorities did not interfere with the distribution of the 
pamphlet. 

Emboldéned by their preliminary “ successes,’ the anti-Setait 


decided to proclaim “ Jew-free day” at the University. This they 


enforced without anyone really trying to prevent them. Thi 
i niversity gates were picketed and Jews who sought to enter wer 
beaten. A Jewish assistant lecturer, Dr. Wandbelimer, was among 
those barred from entering. When he complained to the t nive) 


oflictals, he was told that they could do nothing. 

A tually, it is difficult to believe thal the { niversits authoriti 
nnot prevent a few hundred hooligans from dominating th 
niversities. The students have undoubtedly been encouraged. in 

wv anti-.lewish activities by the weak attitude adopted by th 
ithorities. A’ few davs: ago, the WVean, Professor Antiniew! 
received a delegation of Jewish students and assured them that no 


ghetto’ seats would be permitted. His statement received. wid 


publicity in the Press, but when the Endeks opened a campaign 
ngainst him and denounced his “proslewish statement, he sudden|\ 
issued a denial of the report that he had given an assurance to 
the Jewish ‘students. The Endeks naturally concluded that th:

centres, Vilna, Cracow and Lemberg. In Vilma, the Pudeks relus:

Lodz Jew Beaten to Death 

Simultaneously with the attacks in the Universities, assaults 
on Jews. continue to occur outside. tn Lodz,one Jew was killed and 
three were gravely wounded by Enudeks.. ‘The murdered man, Simon 
Chelmner, aged twenty-two, was passing near the headquarters of 
the Endek Party when he was attacked by a group of young 
liooligans, who beat him with wooden and iron implements. He 
managed to escape and run for a few yards, but his attackers 
followed him and continued to beat him until he was bleeding 
profusely, He died shortly afterwards. Chelmner, whose father is 
Chairman of the local Executive Council of the Agudath Israel, is 
the fifth Jew murdered by Endeks in Lodz during recent months. A 
man named Jan Anczak, the leader of the local Storm Troopers, has 
been arrested in connection with the crime. 

From the smaller towns. heartrending reports are reaching the 
capital. In some villages there have appeared, for the first time, 
posters bearing the words “.Jews must not enter this village.” Such 
posters appeared, according to the ant! Semitic Press, in villages 
near Tiktin and other places in the Bialystok district, where the 
most violent anti-Jewish campaign rages. 


Anti-Shechita Law Chaos 


Present Measures “ Useless” 


‘The collapse of the Anti-Shechita Law barely one month after 
its coming into force was admitted by Madame Prystor, the author 
of the law, in a speech in the Sejm last \ eek. In the course of her 
speech, Madame Prystor made a furious attack on the Jews, whom 
She wildly accused of sabotaging the working of the law by means 
of money sent by foreigu Jews. 

In spite of the fact that the law to restrict the number of 


animals slaughtered in accordance with Jewish ritual practice to 
the consumption needs of the Jewish. population was already in 
force, Madame Prystor declared, the present chaotic position in the 
meat markets was so great that the law was quite useless and there 
scemed to be no hope that the economic purposes of the law would 
be realised. Should the Jews continue to show their opposition to 
the law, Madame Prystor threatened, in conclusion, she would 
introduce a bill to prohibit Shechita completely.

The “Streamlined Rabbi’”’ 
Judaism Must “Step Up” and “Step on it” 


The American Jewish theological constellation has lately been 
enlivened by the sudden advent of a comet of particularly bi:h 
speed anil voltage. The comet, as described by the Jrewisn 
TRANSCRIPT, of Seattle, is a brisk and up-to-the-minute Rabbi who 
believes that Judaism should be brought up-to-date and “ stream. 
lined” to meet modern requirements. Rabbi Frederick Conn (he 
“streamlined” his name from Cohen) proclaims that “this is the 
Streamlined Era,” and that “ Religion needs to be speeded up.” 

‘Streamline’ transportation gets us to our destination with 
speed, comfort, efliciency,” he declares. ‘“ How far mankind is from 
its goal with all the centuries of spiritual transportation of all the 
religions! Science has not invalidated ethics but established it as 
the law regulating the conduct of men in human society. If 
Judaism would but step up and ‘streamline’ itself it could be of 
mighty influence. Judaism's basic thoughts are fundamentally and 
indestructibly scientific. Far from being the opium’ to dull singgards 
into further sleep, ‘streamline’ Judaism can prove itself the 
invigorating tonic to arouse the conscience and the actions of men.” 


Speaking in New Orleans last week, at a Conference of the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations which was attended by 
over 500 lay and religious leaders from various parts of the country, 
Mr. Samuel Bb, Finkel, President of the National Federation of 
Temple Brotherhoods, wade a vigorous attack on attempts to make 
Judaism conform to the supposed moods of the Jew in the modern 
world and to bring religion to the level of the masses instead of 
bringing the masses to the level of religion. °: There may be new 
models of automobiles, but there cannot be new models of religion.’ 
he said. Mr. Albert F. Mecklenburger, of Chicago, who presided, 
declared that’ our Rabbis have become preachers rather than 
teachers. 

‘ihe American Jewish Congress, which held a conference this week to 
iliscuss the plight of Polish Jewry, has sent a cable to Colonel Beck pro- 
testing against proposals made in the Sejm that Jews should emigrate 
and demanding that a solution of the Polish-Jewish relations be found on 
Poland's soil. The cable points out that the proposals for Jewish emigra- 
tion violate the minorities clauses of the Versailles Treaty and contravene 
the Polish Constitution. The Conference received messages of sympathy 
from many prominent non-Jews, including Bishop Manning, of New York, 
and many (‘on¢cressmen, Senators and State Gover ors, A convention of 
400 delegates of various Galician societies, held in New York last week, 
has organised an American Committee to aid Galician Jews.

Aliens Act Now in Force 
A Barrier of Red Tape 


The new Aliens Act entered into force on Monday, and future 
immigrants will have the mighty task bsfore them of complying 
with the regulations. No fewer than twelve certificates may have to 
be produced for the Selection Board which has been set up. They 
include birth, marriage, medical, police and educational certificates: 
a certificate of competency in the occupation in which the would-be 
immigrant has been engaged in the tive years immediately preceding 
the date of his application for entry into the Union; certificates of 
character from his present employer, a minister of religion and a 
bank official and documentary proof of ‘the financial circumstances 
stated in his application. | 

Intending immigrants will have to satisfy the Selection Board 
that they are likely to become readily assimilated with the 
European inhabitants and become desirable inhabitants within 
a reasonable period and unlikely to be harmful to the welfare of 
the country. The Selection Bovrd will have the power to exclude 
applicants who intend to pursue an occupation in which sufficient 
persons are already engaged to meet the requirements of the country’ 
Permits will be given to wives, children under the age of twenty 
one and destitute or aged parents or grandparents of persons 
permanently and lawfully resident in the country who are able and 
undertake to support them. 7 

Distinguished visitors and their wives and children. who do 
not intend to remain in the country, are exempted from the pro- 
visions of the Act. Permits to stay in the country may be cancelled. 

The Act also prohibits persons from changing, without an 
authorisation from the Governor-General, the surnames under which 
they were known on January Ist, 1937. 

The most disquieting point in the new Aet is the provision that 
persons admitted into the country must be of a character likely to 
be readily assimilated with the European inhabitants. The outcry 
of the anti-Semites was that the Jews were not people who were 
likely to be readily assimilated and it is, therefore, felt that this 
point constituted a concession to the Jew-baiters, although the 
Ministers who spoke in the House strongly denied the anti-Semitic 
assertion. 

The provisions of the Aliens Act were applied on Tuesday toa 
party of twenty-nine immigrants who arrived on board the “ Warwick 
Castle.” All the immigrants, among whom there were three Jews, 

received temporary permits to stay in the country for two months. 


COLOMBIA 
A Remote Centre of Jewish Life 


Tiny Commun'ty’s Fine Example 


Jews in the little Republic of Colombia, in South America, 
though far removed from the great centres of Jewish life, are yet 
evincing intense communal activity, a correspondent writes from 
Cali. This little town of about 15,000 inhabitants, the fourth 
largest in the country, provides an impressive example of the extent 
to which Jewish life mty be developed even in a remote back 
water.’ The town contains a fine Synagogue, inaugurated about a 
year ago, and, attached to it, a school,a social centre, and—of recen! 
origin a Maceabi section. A boys’ and a girls’ basket-ball team 


‘Champions of the County,” Cali, Colombia, 


are. already well-established, and the latter, which is the only 
Jewish girls’ team in the country (shown in the photograph 
above, together with their coach), has actually been successful in 
winning the Department of Valle cup. The girls gained their 
success after only two months’ training, and have achieved wide- 
spread popularity among both Jewish and non-Jewish circles. 

The Jewish population of Colombia is about 1,590, out of a 
total population of 8,000,000, 


TUNIS 
Catholics Denounce Anti-Semitism 


In view of the growing anti-Jewish propaganda in Northern 
Africa, the organ of the Archbishop of Tunis, LA TUNISIE CATHOLIQUE, 
has published a strong condemnation of the anti-Semitic movement, 
The Catholic organ denounces, above all, the campaign conducted 
by the Lipre PAroLir, which carries at the head of its front page the 
slogan Down with the Jews!’ 

According to the last census taken in Tunis, there are 59 485 
Jews in the country, which has a total population of 2,608,513. Most 
of the Jews, namely 52,384, live in the city of Tunis. In Sousse, 
Jews number about 5,000, and 6n the Island of Djerba 4,109. There 
are scarcely any foreign Jews. among the population, the census 
revealing only 263 Jews of foreign origin. 


RUMANIA 
De-Naturalisation Bill ‘‘ Not Unconstitutional ” 


Legislative Council Urges Caution 
JEWISH LEADER'S PROTEST 


An important move vitally affecting the position of Jews in the 
annexed territories of Rumania is reported from Bucharest. 

The Legislative Council which examines Bills before they are 
introduced into Legislature, has ruled that the proposed Bill legal! 
ising the " revision of the naturalisations automatically conferred 
on inhabitants of the annexed provinces or acquired later in 
accordance with the provisions ofthe Naturalisation Law of 1924 is 
not unconstitutional. The Legislative Council considers, however, 
that while the present “investigation” by the authorities into the 
alleged fraudulent cases of acquired nationality should be continued, 
a special naturalisation court would have to decide whether a 
person should be deprived of his Rumanian nationality or not. The 
Legislative Council finally recommends that the Bill regulating the 
“revision” of naturalisations should not be introduced until the 
Ministry of the Interior is in possession of sufficient facts to show 
that if is mecessary. 

Dr. Wilhelm Filderman, President of the Central Council of 
Rumanian Jews, this week submitted to the Prime Minister 4 
memorandum pointing out that since all the naturalisations con 
cerned have been verified twice, they have become final according 
to the law of 1924, so that a further examination of citizenship 
papers after a lapse of thirteen years would seriously affect the 
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rights assured to the Jewish minority by treaty and by the 
onstitution. 
Meanwhile, another Bill has been tabled in the Chamber of 
\)oputies by a group of anti-Semitic deputies led by Octavian Goga, 
ue of the leaders of the National Christian Party, and Jean Zaharof.

TENTH ANNIVERSARY OF ACHAD HA‘’AM’S DEATH 


On the occasion of the tenth anniversary of the death of Achad 
Haiam, the Hebrew press in Palestine devoted considerable space to 
his memory. 


In an article in HAAnbTz (Tel-Aviv), Dr. Klausner recalls the annoy- 
ance of Achad Ha’am at‘a remark by Frishman that he, Achad Ha'am, 
was too spiritual.

Seurat and His Contemporaries 


When Georges Seurat died in 1891, at the age of thirty-two, i 
was probably one of the major tragedies of art. The leader of a 
small group, since forgotten, he painted several masterpieces tha 
live. His creed was variously called pointillism, confettism, 
cbromo-luminism, divisionism and neo-impressionism. It was the 
logical conclusion of impressionism as a theory, for it consisted of a 
scientific division of pigment so as to give greater luminosity. Paint 
ing was done entirely by mathematically arranged dots and, as 
Félix Féneon wrote at the time, “he may paint an ostrich, a shea! 
of straw. a wave or a rock, the brush technique remains constant. 
Indeed, one might ,o further and say that it could be painted by 
machinery. The greatness of Seurat’s work—and at its best it was 
great-—consisted in his extraordinary powers of linear composition. 
the discipline of his rhythms and the careful juxtaposition of tones 
and colours; not in his theory of painting, which lived for fewe: 
years even than he himself. With the possible exception of © lo 
Poudreuse,’ with its circular composition, his best pictures could 
as easily have been painted as pointed. It is not in their dots tha’ 
they are great, but in their thought. 

At the Wildenstein Galleries you can see nearly a hundred 
works by Seurat and his school—-the finest collection there has 
ever been in London. ‘There is the joyous unfinished ~ Le Cirque 
(No. 30) lent by the Louvre, the Courtauld “ La Poudreuse ” (No. 3! 
which grows on one every time one sees it, and the unansweraly 
vertical Le Pont de Courbevoie’’ (No. 388)—-three masterpieces, 
and fifty others. There is a good Pissarro while under pointillis' 
influence (No. 26), and there are several Signacs, besides examp!es 
of Henry-Edmond Cross. Henri Delavallée, Albert Dubois-Pillet and 
Maximilien Luce that make us think these pupils unfairly neglected,

Although Jewish 
influence in the furniture trade, so far as wholesale production anc 
retail distribution ure coneerned, has increased, these Jews are 
paratively few compared with the great majority of Jews who are 
still engaged as Operatives in the trade, suffering the same chsabilities 
as non-Jewish workers. 


Jew and Gentile Affected Alike 


In so far as some Jews are represented in Upportant positions 
in the trade, it would be simple. to assert that they are responsible: tor 
the evils that exist. But, as Mr. Aves pointed out,

trades, the former cannot be said to set in motion, in any important

This is a conclusion which IT came to as a result of my Investigations 
into the tailoring trade, but which it is necessary to cmphasise Decans:

but they are just as certainly responsible for ‘‘racial unrest’’ and 

the harming of innocent Jews through the hateful selfishness of a 


handful of greedy employers who are thereby traitors to Jewry. 
A Jewish Trade Union 


It must be crphatieally stated that all Jews in the furniture trad: 
are by no means guilty of, nor benefit from, such unconscionable 
practices. On the contrary, the Jewish worker suffers with the non-Jew 
as the result of the action of a handiul ef Jewish employers. It is, on 
the other hand, the Jewish worker who is actively engaged in building 
up a strong Trade Union, that is, in organising the workers, as a means 
ol stopping those abuses. Forty years ago, there was a Hebrew 
Cabinet-Makers’ Association, of which Mr. Aves said that it 

‘is growing and fairly vigorous, contains more than 200 members, 4 
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proportion to the total numbers employed that compares favourably, 
even if the higher of the above estimates be taken {that is, estimates 
varying from 350 to 1,000 of the number of Jews in the furniture 


trade), with that found m any other branch of the furniture trade 
in the East End.’’ 


This specifically Jewish Trade Union has to-day linked itself up with 


the broader Trade Umon movement, and is known as Branch 15 
of the National Amalgamated Furniture Trades’ Association. It has 
a membership of about 1,000, of whom some 850 are Jews. The 
position of the Jewish worker may roughly be said to be the same 
as when Mr. Aves wrote. He found that the great majority of the 
Jews were cabinet-makers and, 


“as regards wages, the average of the better workmen would seen 
never to reach that of the better class of Gentile labour. but there 
m= no evidence to show that the Jew often works for that low 
pittance, not even reaching to a bure subsistence fate, so often quoted 
as though it were his customary rate. .. . The average weekly earn 
ings throughout the véar, nevertheless, uppear to correspond pretty 
much with that of the Englishman, and the proportion of Jewish, 
workmen who have joined their trade society goes far to prove the 
fair average that large numbers of them earn.”’ 
Jews are still cabinet-makers—a safe generalisation is that the Jews 
in the trade are cabinet-makers and the non-Jews are french-pohshers 
and machimsts—and m predominant numbers workers, and there 
fore liable to be discriminated against by unfair emplovers, Jews ot 
non-Jews, equally with non-Jewish workers. . 

There is, however, a turther accusation against the Jew. both 
as worker and emplover, which it is necessary to face. It is a common 
anti-Jewish claun that Jewish master and Jewish worker have the 
sume interests, to the detrunent of the non-Jew. It was shown in 
the investigation into the tailoring trade that that claim was untrue. 
The Jewish worker suffers equally with the non-Jewish worker in all 
industrial trouble. In the turnmiture trade, however, collaboration, 
oceasionally, between Jewish employer and Jewish worker has 
taken place. I mention: this because it was a complaint made to 
roe on many occasions and because was three concrete examples 
t.. Wnportant to realise that the Jewish worker 1s sweated 
just its bacily the non-Jewish.

that the men come out on strike. This happened recently im a large 
Jewish-owned: factory in Tottenham: The Jewish workers, unfor- 
tunately, were’ won over by ther and the impression was 
eiven that Jews were blacklegs.

mnivantage of the situation, and my informant tells me that “a small 
pogrom would have occurred if it had not been for the action of thie 
Trade Umon, which pointed out that, however unjust their treat- 
ment was, 1t was the Trade Umon officials, and not the Blackshirts. 
who alone could negotiate for them. A similar happenmg occurred 
at another Jewish-owned factory, with the result that among the 
non-Jewish french-polishers copes of anti-Jewish hterature now 
eweulate freely. A third instance occurred only the other week. 
when .a Jewish firm, because of a stnke, agreed to observe Track 
(mon conditions. “This agreement was to become operative within 
Two day s. In the intervening day, the agreement was rejected because 
the Jewish workers-had returned to work 


The Popular-Price Firms 


However reprehensible such actions are, there is one primary 
reason for them upon the part of the Jewish manufacturer who 
periorms then. He ts onl doing what i done in most spheres ol 
industry. ‘He is attempting to meet competition. This leads to 
exploitation of the worker: but the manu fgetaper keep hus market 
or his rival will get it.) His market consists largely of the retailers, and 
itis the popular-price retail firms that fundamentally control the trade 
Many of these pepular-price firms are owned by Jews and, as many 
people have put it to me, “they could put the-furniture trade straight.” 

These retailers, it is clear, compete with each other and, therefore. 
wish to buy as cheaply as possible. It is under their pressure, there 
lore, that the manufacturers compete with each other, and they are 
thus indirectly to be blamed for the sweating of the worke 
! was informed that there exists an unoflicial Retail Association Code. 
that preference should be given when ordering goods to. firms 
observing fair, or Trade Union, conditions. If the largest popular 
price shops were to operate this code, almost every mnaniuftacturer, it 
Waals explained, would have to observe the agreement between the 
tmployers’ Federation and the Trade Union. The principal popular- 
price firms, who can be numbered on the fingers of one hand. purchase 
so creat a quantity ot goods from: cabinet-makers that a boveott by 
then of recalcitrant manufacturers would soon force these latter to 
observe fair conditions. 


If Wholesalers Observed the Agreement 


It will, of course, be objected that the manufacturers will have. 
in that event, to put their prices up, and. so lose a market; and the 
consumer will also suffer. The necessity for the first will be granted, 
although there is, I believe, a sufficient margin of profit, even when 
observing Trade Union conditigns, not to cause much increase in prices. 
One Jewish wholesale manufacturer, whose firm had been Trade Union 
lor twelve years, told ame that the loss of profit could be greatly 
exaggerated. The market would not be lost 1f ‘all wholesalers observed 
the agreement and there could then be no undercutting. Competition 
in lowering prices is also a moral issue, 

In the furniture trade, unregulated competition and its accompanying 
monetary gain has meant the degradation of human beings and has led to 
the growth of a strong anti-Jewish feeling. Social morality itself demands 
the removal of such degradation; and the observance of fair conditions 
cannot be too high a price to pay for an extension of social goodwill. 

In eonclusion, I would say this investigation into the furniture 
trade has been a rather simple one! Everywhere I was confronted 
with the one fact that a number of Jews were important in the 
furniture trade as large-scale manufacturers and large retailers. 
Workers, Jew and non-Jew. generally were sweated as a result of the 
absence of legal minimum regulations, such as had been laid down 
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by Trade Boards m other trades. It was not necessary for me to enter 
as deeply into the technical nature of the trade as I did in the 
tuloring trade, because the ahuses that existed occurred very frequently 
in Jewish establishments. I could not discover that the abuses were 
“waherent” in the trade. I could observe that some employers, 
persuaded by strong competition, chose to take advantage of the lack 
of regulation, and some did not. Unfortunately, many Jewish manu- 
lacturers did. The remedy is sanple. A non-Jewish Trade Union 
official said to me: “At present, I am not so much concerned with 
the munber of workers m the Union. It is important to get all 
employers to observe the agreement. If they de so, they will aid 
in keeping a common enemy away. If not, we will all eventually 
suffer together. I au indignant, however, that the action of a small 
number of Jews, which could easily be rectified, should se greatly

Manuscripts of Historical Interest 


Some noteworthy additions have recently been made to the 
collection of pietures, books and manusenpts in the Jewish Museum. 

From Mr. Alfred Rubens. a member of the Committee, whose book 
on “‘Anglo-Jewish Portraits’? was sponsored by the Jewish Museum, have 
come four colour-prints of Jewish boxers, three being of Mendoza, pub- 
lished in 1790, together with an autograph note of Mendoza, dated 1823. 
Mr. James de Rothschild has given a caricature of Nathan Mayer 
Rothschild entitled “‘A View from the Exchange,’ by Dighton, sent 
by its subject to Frankfort. Sir Osmond ad’ Avigdor Goldsmmud has given 
a picture of the Pars Sanhedrin, convened by Napoleon; fromt Dr. I. 
Feldman has come a collection of twenty-five armorial Jewish book- 
plates. Mr. S. Birnbaum has presented a medalhon struck in Hamburg, 
commemorating the return of Srr Moses and Lady Montetiore from Egypt 
mm IS41; whilst from the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen has come a medallhon 
of Chief Rabbi Solomon Herschell, struck bv Hyam Hyams, of London, 
m 1843, further testimony to Herschell’s wremarkable popularity in 
London. 

A section of the Museums less conspicuous to the casual visitor, but 
of the utmost mn strenuthemmae the usefulness of the Museu 
sis it depository and source of Anglo wish history. is its section of hooks 
and inanusenmpts.

MINORITY RIGHTS AND DISILLUSIONS 


Die Juden Osteuropas in den Minderheitenvertragen, by Or. Kurt 
Stillschweig. pp. 207 (Joseph Jastrow, Berlin, W.15). 

It is a minor compensation for the exclusion of German Jews 
from the general cultural life of Germany that a number of scholars 
are devoting themselves to the study of Jewish problems.

18s.). 

The author is one of the happy men whe have been able to realise 
vouthiul anibitions. As it bay, hee: dreamed ot becomming ii 
man, and eventually he aclueved the position of Assistant Pnspecto 
General (CJ of the Palestine Polhce In retirement, he has written 
this volume of reminiscences. “His. adventures have been. thrilling

With the Armistice, Mr. Broadhurst returned to London. but 
Wiis appomnted by the (‘olonial (hice to take charce ol” the 
Cnminal Investigation Department of the Palestine Government.

Countering hashish 
tuugghng, protecting distinguished visitors (including Lord Balfour) 
and unravelling several miystenes, including the series of murders that 
centred round the leacdy known as the “Flower ol Jaffa.” provide 
uscinating matenal for these memours., 

Mr. Broadhurst seems to have taken kindly to the Jews of 
Palestine. In 1930, as Chief of Police of Jaffa and Tel-Aviv. he made 
lus home in the Jewish metropolis, to the complete amazement of the 
Grtish official colony. He became popular with the imbhabitants of 
Tel-Aviv and was able to render much help in organising sporting 
activities—and also the fire bngade. Speaking of the all-Jewish police 
lorce, he says: “I never knew a Jewish policeman to let me down.” 
He retired in 1932, but returned to Palestine for a visit at the time of 
the murder of Dr. Arlosoroff. He reveals that the papers in the case 
were examined at Seotland Yard, and that the report “was a tremen- 
dous asset” to the defence of the nnplicated Revisionists, He witnessed

Mr. McGovern, M.P., a member of the Independent Labour Party 
delegation which has been investigating conditions in Palestane, was 
to have given a broadcast prior to the delegation’s departure. At 
the last moment, however, he was prevented from doing so because 
the Government objected to his delivering a plea for unlimited Jewish 
immaugration into Palestine. The authorities wanted him to omit this 
passage im his address, but he refused to do so. In the course of 
an address, Mr. MeGovern declared that the Jews have gemus and 
constructive ability, and needed a country where they could find a 
resting place they could call their own and where they could enjoy 
security. Palestine..be said, needed such men and women, Instead 
of driving them out of the country or keeping them away from it, 
he urged that the Jews should come to Palestine in unlimited mumbers., 
bringing their power, culture and civilisation for themselves, as well 
as tor the Arabs, whose women and children were now enslaved and 
to whom the Jews could show a nobler way of life. 

In another address, Mr: McGovern stated that if people in high 
positions attempt to pit the Arabs and Jews agaist each other im a 
violent struggle, the law should be operated against such people, justly, 
but sternly. He added that there was plenty of room for both races, 
who could unite in g cormmen bond of fmendship for the progress of 
the Country. 

Mr. Stephen, M.P.. another member of the delegation, addressing 
a» meeting of workers in Rishon-le-Zion, said that on his return to 
Lagland he would recommend his party to press for unrestricted

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Archzological Discoveries in Palestine 
THE SPADE CONFIRMS THE BIBLE 


The Rey. C. B. Mortlock, Secretary of the Palestine Exploration 
Fund, delivered a lantern lecture on Sunday evening, on “ Recent 
Discoveries in Palestine,’ at one of the series of spevial services that 
have been arranged for students and others at Christ Church, 
Woburn Square, W.C. 

In his references to the tombs of the Kings of Judah, Mr. Mortlock 
Said that Mr. Crowfoot had the great disappointment of finding every one 
of the tombs completely empty. But this did not -—prevent him (Mr, 
Mortlock) and other people who saw it from believing very strongly that 
there in all probability were the tombs of the Kings of Judah. When he 
was an undergraduate they were taught that almost all the characters in 
the Bible were more or less myths according to the school of critical 
thought which then prevailed, It was a rather big swing of the pendulum 
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by which the material results of the digging in the Holy Land had 
confirmed the accuracy of the Bible. 

The work done by Dr. Garstang at Jericho was an instance of the 
way in which the discoveries made by the archwologist had confirmed the 
parrative of Scripture. 

It was one of the tragedies in the way of the archwologist that so 
much had to be destroyed. He laid bare some splendid remains of the 
past and then had to break them up in order to get down to lower levels. 


There was no point now, said Mr. Mortlock, in saying that Moses or the 


people of that period were incapable of writing, because the alphabetical 
writing discovered belonged very nearly to that period. Dr. Woolley, 
digging on the site of Ur, came to the period of Abraham's childhood 
and found a very highly developed civilisation, 

The lecturer showed some interesting lantern slides.

Trauguration of the Palestine Svinphons Orchestra had taken place 
was one Of stress During its periormance, another 
ment, at which some of them had had to perform, was taking place. 
but for the tame evervthing concerning politics, racial stnfe and 
the matenal difficulties with which they were contronted was 
lorgotten, and it was demonstrated that all these things could be 
transcended by the love of music which the new orchestra provided. 
Mr. Huberman had collected musicians ‘from all parts of the Jewish 
dispersion, ‘They were people, in tnany cases, who had been turned 
out of the countries in which they had hved and worked, and it was 
due to hus zeal and ideals that they had formed themselves now 
inte this svmphony orchestra. Mr. Huberman had earned 
not only the thanks ot Palestine Jewry, but of the Jewish Communities 
ail over the: world 

They owed a debt of gratitude to ther host and hostess of that 
evening, he said, for without the moral and matenal. support of Mr. 
Mrs. Israel Siefl the project could not have been so speedily or 
practically realised. 

Mr. Huberman said that to be asked to speak following Dr. 
Weizmann seemed to hun as unkind as for him to request Dr. Weiz- 
mann to play the violin te them. However, Dr. Weizmann actually 
play ec thi first violin So lar is Palestine was concerned. When Ore 
had a vision of something beautiful and worth while doing, it was 
quite obviously no more than sunple duty to obey the command of 
inaginative imspiration and attempt to Carry out the project. In 
these circumstances, it became almost repulsive to be thanked for 
having done so, But, continued Mr. Huberman. he accepted the 
invitation to be present that evening because he hoped by so doing he 
would add the interest of all those present in the new orchestra. 

Then again, he would lke to express an entirely new aspect of 
the relation between the orchestra and its publhe which the Palestine 
expertence had provided. He had gone to Palestine seven vears age 
only subconsciously a Jew, and it was not his reaction against 


Hitlerism that had inspired his ideal concerning the formation of 


the Jewish Symphony Orchestra. He had gone there as a European 
accustomed to a state of socrety in which culture was the prerogative 
of a class representing a small uinority of the people. He had no 
concern whatsoever in politics or in political movements. But here 
in Palestine, for the first time, he had discovered in the masses an 
enthusiasm and a culture that was unparalleled, and which displayed 
in the majority of working men an appreciation and an understand- 
ing ot the highest emanations of the human spirit as expressed in 
music. Irrespective of class or profession or of private means, the 
inen and women of Palestine, bricklayers, carpenters and toilers, had 
been eager to share in the spiritual inspiration of the. music the 
orchestra provided. They had, moreover, been prepared to make 
sacrifices, both reasonable and unreasonable, to this end.

OMITTING THE OBVIOUS 


Professor S. Brodetsky, member of the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency and the World Zionist Organisation, and Dr. immanue! 
Olswanger, the distinguished Zionist leader and writer, addresge:| 


a public meeting of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and 


Ireland and the Central Keren Hayesod Committee at Woburn 
House on Monday evening. Mr. Paul Goodman, Chairman of tho 
Political Committee of the Zionist Federation, presided. 

Professor Brodetsky welcomed back to England Dr. Olewange,y 
who had come to raise funds for SYBO—the Fund fo 
Security and Consolidation—and who had just returned from 4 
visit to India on behalf of the Zionist Movement. 

The Jewish Nation all over the world, said Prof. Brodetsky, 
was facing the problem of how to ensure the National rights of the 
Jewish people. 

The most important weapon in this struggle would undoubtedly 
be the Yishuv itself. What they had to do was, to make sure tha’ 
this weapon should be strong and should be able to support ther 
in the discussion that was going to come. 


The Sanctity of Treaties 


In these days, said Prof. Brodetsky, when so much was being 
spoken about the sanctity of treaties and the peace of Europe wa 
being made to depend upon the way in which different Power: 
honoured their signatures to documents which were the result o' 
international negotiation; at a time when the whole of British 
public opinion was convinced that international life was on!; 
possible when negotiated agreements were kept and honoured, i' 
seemed to him obvious that the British nation. which stood in the 
front line in demanding that agreements should be honoured, wou! 
also honour the agreement into which it entered voluntarily anc 
which it signed with so much enthusiasm twenty vearsago. There 
fore, it seemed to him inconceivable that anything else could happen 
than that the great work which the Jewish people bad carried on 
ever since the War, basing themselves upon the solemn promises 
which were made to them before the world, would be able to 
continue and that they would not be made to face unnecessar\ 
obstacles or attempts to belittle those promises. But dangers stood 
in front of them. and those dangers were indicated in connection: 
with the word “interpretation.” 


What the Mandate Left Unsaid 

In a recent ariic'e in an important publication, he said, they 
were told that the Mindate did not mention “ absorptive capacity" 
as the basis of Jewish immigration; that the Mandate did not 
mention that a Jewish majority was necessary to a Jewish National 
llome or possible; that the Mandate did not mention the Jewish 
Situation in the world. 

When, said Professor Brodetsky, one began that kind of 
discussion there was no end to it. The Mandate did not mention any 
of the things that were perfectly obvious to anybody who read the 
Mandate in the light of realities. The Mandate did not need to 
repeat perfectly obvious and elementary things which were known 
to everybody to such an extent that they were actually used 
in the official publications of the Foreign Office and other depart 
ments of the Government. Could they, he asked, imagine a Balfour 
Declaration or a Zionist Movement or a Mandate without the 
Jewish problem, without the situation of the Jews in the world 
The Mandate was a reality ; the Balfour Declaration was a reality, 
and they bad converted that reality into a living Yishuv, a living 
National Home in its beginnings, They had converted that political 
reality of 1917, that legal reality of 1922, into an economic and 
human reality in Palestine as they saw it to-day. 


British Chalutzim in Palestine 


In his address, Dr. Olswanger said he was immensely glad a 
few months ago to see for the first time in Palestine splendid 
representatives of British Jews working together with the Jews 
from Rumania and Poland in the agricultural settlements, because 
he had not believed that young Jews coming from London could 
accommodate themselves to the life there. These boys became 
transformed in a very short time, and refused to speak to him in 
any other language but Hebrew. 

Mr. L. Bakstansky, Secretary of the Zionist Federation, reminded 
the audience that the Security and Consolidation Fund was launcbed 
at the last meeting of the Administrative Committee of the Jewish 
Agency. The total aimed at was £300,000, and £75,000 was the 
quota for England, where the campaign bad already begun with the 
contribution by a well-known Zionist family of £10,000. The 
Federation of Synagogues had given £5,000 anda number of other 
individuals another £5,000, making a total of £20,000. (Mr. 
Bakstansky informed a representative of THE JmwisH CHRONICLE 
that all over the world £100,000 had been collected towards the 
£300,000 aimed at.)

themselves with any special collections which are undertaken in detiance 
of the provisions alluded 10 above, and any contravention of this reso! 
tion, Whether by an individual or by an organisation, may thus give rise 
to proceedings before the Congress Attorney. 

Despite the communication which was sent to the Mizrachia fortnight 
ago by the Hon. Secretary of the Zionist Committee of Three, which was 
subsequently confirmed by a letter on behalf of the Executive of the 
World Zionist Organisation, the Mizrachi have not given up their separate 
collection, and have, indeed, issued a further public appeal in the last 
issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, ‘together with a preliminary list of 
contributors. 

ln these circumstances, I have no alternative except to express on 
behalf.of my Committee the earnest hope that in these very difficult times 
not only Zionist discipline but solidarity with the Jewish cause in Palestine 
Will be fully maintained by Zionists of all party affiliations. Asit is, lam 
siml to be able to state that, since our first protest to the Mizrachi, we 
have been informed by Mr. Oscar Philipp, who appears in the public 
announcement in the capacity of Vice-Chairman of the Mizrachi Appeal, 
that he has intimated to the Mizrachi that he “‘cannot take up any 
(Micial position whatever in the Mizrachi Movement’ and that his name 
has been published without his authority. We have also heard from 
several other gentlemen mentioned in the advertisement that they 
dissociate themseves from this Appeal. 

It is particularly deplorable that a renewe d advertisement of the 
Mizrachi should have appeared on the very day on which Dr. Immanuel 
Olswangoer arrived in England in order to ¢ mduect the Appeal for the Mifal 
izaron instituted by the Zionist Gene Council and the Administiative 
Committee of the Jewish Agency on belialf of the whole of the Yishuv in 
hiretz Yisrael, irrespective of party.

nearly always play with them correctly. That is to say, they place 
the smaller box in the larger box until they are all used up.

An Appreciation of Comparisons 


if mothe: would talk to baby instead of to her friend, she might 
find that baby is already playing games, games that, if taken at 
their flood. might lead to all sorts of help to his mental assimilation 
of the complex world into which he has been born. Just as baby's 
digestive organs have had to learn very gradually and very gently 
to deal with the new types of food, once his tirst infancy is passed, 
so. too. his brain must learn to make meaning and understanding 
very gradually out of the external world. Carefully designed 
games will help him while he is still a toddler and make it possible 
for him to arrange a picture of the world. Even quite small children 
know and appreciate comparative size. They will gleefully point 
out a very small dog or a very ldrge dog. And the same interest is 
taken in cars. in horses, in houses and in gardens. The child who 
is encouraged to do so will remember the distinctive features of 
passing traflic, and will learn to look for signs and announcements 
long before he can read. 

Little children love trees. They like to watch branches and

Development of Social Conscience 


Games in which several children are engaged are valuable first 
lessous in social consideration. Children who have learned to play 
together without too much personal ambition, without spitefulness 
or roughness, have mastered several valuable lessons in self- 
control. They have learnt to fix their attention on the game they 
are playing, and for a short space to forget their own personal 
share in the proceedings. 

Different children absorb these highly desirable social factors 
at different stages of their extreme youth. Psychologists learn 
most of what they want to know about children by watching them at 
play. The child whose main idea in a game is the reaction he can 
produce in his teacher, or in any chance spectator of the proceed. 
ings, is still a long way ‘from that social adjustment which will 


trees. A child can begin 
to learn his numbers by 
having those on the door- 
posts of his own street 
read and pointed out to 
him. His daily outings 
will have added interest 
for him if, when he turns 
once more into his own 
étreet, he can look for the 
signs he knows all about, 
and which are there each 
day and which lead 
nssuredly to his very own 
familiar number on his 
own door.

And his knowledge, practically and graphically explained to him, 
will form a certain basis for his future mathematical problems.

When little children are givan boxes of graduated size, they 


make his subsequent 
course easy and profit- 
able. He will have te 


be guarded against for 
his own sake, for he is 
obviously far more con- 
cerned still with himself 
than with his game. 
This attitude, both per. 
missible and desirable 
when as an infant he lay 
contemplating his own 
ten toes and the marvels 
of his podgy arms, may 
lead him into difficulties 
if he persists unduly in 
its maintenance. 

Play -time, then, 
taken simply as “ play-” 
time, is actually a mis- 
nomer for the very young. 
Their lives should really 
consist of play, with the 
intervals mecessary for 
sleeping and eating. And 
the play should be looked 
upon not as a pastime, to 
fill in the gaps when 
grown-ups are busy, but 
as the serious preoccupation of their lives. By intelligent direction 
and interest those in charge of the very young can sensibly modify 
and assist their mental growth and lay the foundations upon which 
a really successful education can be built.

An Underpressing Machine 


An invention that has been patented by a Manchester Jew, 
Mr. L. Kay, of Petworth Street, Cheetham, is an underpressing machine 
of a new type that has drawn inquines from several multiple tailors. 
Underpressing, which means the opening and pressing of seams, has nearly 
always been done by hand, but this new machine, dnven by a {-h.p. 
electric motor or by steam, completes the process mechanically, it 1s 
claumed, by the simplest poasible means. 

The cloth is guided by the operator on to a moving conveyor, which 
‘‘feeds’’ the seams to be pressed open under a heated iron, which 
turn is controlled by a treadle similar to that on a sewing-machine. The 
same treadlé fegulates both conveyor and. pron, and steam as needed can 
be blown on to the seam by pressure of the treadle-foot to the mht, 
leaving both the operator's anns free for guidance of the seams, It is 
particularly applicable to sleeve or trousers leg seam work. 

Mr. Kay, who is a business man well known in Lancashire, has several 
other inventions to his credit in the clothing trades.

“In the Wilderness ” 


It is only in the short prologue that we find ourselves in the location 
suggested by this title of Joseph Markovitch’s South American play at 
the Grand Palars.

Bloch’s “ Avodath Hakodesh ” 


Paris Performance of an Important Work 


The following article by.a Special Correspondent is an analysis 
of Bloch’s Sacred Service, which was performed last week in a Paris 


Synagogue. A report of the performance will be found under 
“Imperial and Foreign News” in this issue. 


Dedicated to Gerald Warburg, Ernest Bloch’s “Avodath 
Hakodesh” is a freely adapted form of a Sabbath Morning Service in 
five parts, scored for baritone (cantor), mixed chorus and full 
orchestra, and with the text taken from some traditional prayers, the 
Old Testament : Psalms, Exodus, Josiah, Proverbs and Deuteronomy. 
The selection of the text is so patterned as to fit in with the composer’s 
own conception of the Service. In the cireumstances, a more appro- 
priate nomenclature for it would be an oratorio, but its significance 
for us jis that it is a Jewish oratorio. 

The most striking feature of the work is its severely classical 
beauty, at once gripping and pertinent to its religious content, Some 
critics in England have referred, in effect, to the harshness of Bloch’s 
music ; that is an erroneous conclusion, based on a misconception of 
what is most primal in the Semitic spirit that Bloch evokes. , For in 
the “Avodath Hakodesh,” far from harshness, there is an economy

and simplicity of writing which has been very rare since the end of 
the great German epoch in music. This is so despite the fact that 
Bloch uses here, as in most of his work, an individual system of free 
rhythms and certain polytonal effects ; these, however, can now hardly 
be termed experimental. On the other hand, contemporary Jewish 
composers like Schénberg and Milhaud conform to the peculiarities 
of experimentalists ; in searching for obscure horizons, they have found 
themselves labouring in the extraneous; moreover, they are in that 
floundering state significant of the stress of the contemporary scene. 
lt is probable that in these cirewmstances the deep racial feeling of 
Bloch has been greatly influential in giving purpose and unity to Iis 
work. 

The Tzur Yisroel for chorus and cantor which concluded the first 
part of the “Avodath Hakodesh”. was recognisable as the only 
traditional piece of music in the whole work, the rest being orginal 
in its widest possible sense.

“DREAMING LIPS"—London Pavilion ('A"’ Certificate) 

Based on the play “Melo,” by Henri Bernstein, this is actually 
© remake in English dialogue and a London setting of “Traumende 
Mund,” which was probably Elisabeth Bergner’s most popular and 
artistic Continental film. 

It is a curious production. Sealing, at tunes, the height of artistry, 
at others it neglects, to the point of intentionally scorning, elernentary 
rules of realism.

The story, it will 
he remembered, deals with an eternal trnangle, comphecated bythe severe 
iliness of the husband and, perhaps, by the importance of the lover, who 
celebrated wrolmst—the husband beme a mere leader of the

‘The Rev. H. Mayerowitsch, Chazan of the Great Synagogue, delivered 
a lecture on Sunday evening last, under the auspices of the Great 5\na- 
godue Guild for Social Service, on ** Ancient Hebrew Folk-Songs.” ‘The 
lecture was held in the Ernst Schiff Memorial Hall, and was presided over 
by Mr. M. Cash, the Chairman of the Guild. 

Mr. Mayerowitsch dealt with the historical development of the 
Hebrew folk-song. The poetry of these Zemirot, hé said, in their 
mystical, religious, nationalistic character, represented a gathering up of 
all, the optimism, the sadness, the endurance, the spiritual beanty of 
Judaism into song, while the musie blended most satisfactorily with the 
words and sang the character of the Jewish people of many lands in a way 
that the world at large could hear with interest and pleasure. Indeed, 
poetry and music of this type implied a culture which had taken centuries 
to attain. He had recently collected a number of melodies for the 
Sabbath. As the Oneg Shabbat celebrations were being re-introduced 
every Where, especially in London, he thought that a handbook should be 
available for children as well as for grown-ups. He had suceceded in 
getting melodies of special historical value, melodies that were wort! 
being preserved from falling into oblivion, and he had tried to include 
melodies of different sects of the Community. 

The lecturer sang several melodies, assisted by some of the choirboys 
of the Great Synagogue, under the direction of Mr. L. Shoot, and by Mr. 
I. Delfosse, with Mr, David Ellenberg as accompanist. 

Mr. J. Mendelowitch, Hon. Secretary of the Guild, proposing a vote 
of thanks to the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch and those who ‘had assisted him 
in his lecture, paid him a warm tribute. Mr. Mendelowitch also proposed 
a vote of thanks tothe Chairman and paid tribute to him for his communal

EWISH humour is in a class by itself. 

It is distinctive, and only Jews can 
really appreciate its flavour and under- 

stand its subtlety. Many stories told 
about Jews are not examples of true Jewish 
humour. They are the inventions of outsiders 
and may be rejected as not genuine. For the 
authentic article, one must go to Jews them- 
selves. Let me give you one or two examples 
taken from a collection of old Ghetto stories. 


BRANDY AND SALT 
One Jew was talking to a friend and he 
asked him: “Why is brandy so dear and salt 
so cheap?” The other replied: “Formerly, a 
quart of brandy cost seven kopecks. Then a 
tax was put on brandy and a quart cost five- 
and-twenty kopecks. There was a great out- 
cry among the Jews, a regular not, and they 
didn’t know what to do. So they held a 
meeting and decided to send a deputation to 
Lot’s grave to pray to him to make brandy 
cheaper. Three Jews were selected to form the 
deputation. But Jews have no mazzel. They 
went to the wrong grave and instead of finding 
Lot, they went to Lot's wife. She said she 
only had imfluence.in her own branch and that 
is why salt is cheap to this very day.”

A Jewish merchant was in great trouble. He 
had to find a thousand roubles and did not 
know where to turn for the money.
